A petition containing 90 signatures protesting use of the 
property at 72 W. Alegria for a girls' home wos presented to 
City Council at the City Hall last Tuesday night. Protests resulted 
from the application to the Council two weeks ago by Bethany 
Home for Girls, Inc., a non-profit corporation, for permission to 

use the building as a ‘‘home 
for girls seeking employment.” 

For the past year the build¬ 
ing has been vacant; formerly 
it was operated for many years 
by Mrs. Elsie Gibson as a home 
for Mexican children, under the 
auspices of the Plaza Commu¬ 
nity Center. 

The petitioners said that a 
home for girls in an R-1 (sin¬ 
gle family) zone would be det¬ 
rimental to t he surrounding 
property, and contrary to the 
public peace, .safety and wel¬ 
fare. Their objections were 
voiced from the floor by Sidney 
A. Brown, 307 N. Baldwin; Fos¬ 
ter Buckner, 62 Olive, and Tom 
E. Willis, 48 W. Alegria. 

Willis said his property was 
within 30 feet of the proposed 
home and that he bought his 
house because it was in a sin¬ 
gle family area. But the girls’ 
home, he said, appeared to be 
like a boarding house. 

Comparing the Bethany ven¬ 
ture with the children’s home 
on the same site managed by 
Mrs. Gibson, Buckner said this 
new organization, though he 
supported its high ideals, had 
little experience, being formed 
only a year ago by a group of 
indiividuals not definitely con¬ 
nected with any welfare society. 

At present, he said, the home 
did not qualify for a license 
from the State Department of 
Social Welfare, did not come 
under its supervision, and con¬ 
sequently it could be assumed 
if delinquent girls applied for 
admission, they may be ac¬ 
cepted. j 

He stated that the new zon¬ 
ing ordinance would not coun¬ 
tenance operation of such a 
home in a single family zone. 
Also oppo.sed to it, he said, 
were members and past mem¬ 
bers of the PTA, and persons 
active in youth guidance, among 
whom were PTA President Mrs. 
Claude Brown, J. A. Dewar, 
Severin Sorensen, and many 
others. 

Mrs. Brown told the News 
she thought the City could not 
reasonably grant the Bethany 
Home a permit, inasmuch as 
Council recently refused a re¬ 
quest to operate a boys’ home 
here, and there should be no 
discrimination. She said she 
was expressing her own opin¬ 
ion, not as a representative of 
the PTA. 

City Administrator Lawrence 
Bevington reported that the 
Building Department, the Coun¬ 
ty Health Department, and Fire 
Chief Heasley all recommended 
repairs to the building in the 
interests of health and safety. 

Monte C. Flscus, attorney for 
the Bethany Corporation, said 
all repairs would be made to 
“have the home in splendid 
shape, and keep it that way, 
so that it would always be a 
credit to Sierra Madre.” 

He pointed out that the build¬ 
ing was used for a children’s 
home long before the existence 
of any zoning law here, and 
that it should be allowed to re-

The new zoning ordinance 
received its first official 
reading at last Tuesday's 
Council meeting at City Hall. 
Except for the possibility of 
unexpected events in the in¬ 
terim, it will be adopted at 
the next meeting, Aug. 23. 

Minor changes were made 
in the zoning mop: Monte- 
cito from Hermosa to luma 
was changed from R-1 to 
R-3. The southwest corner of 
Highland and Mountain 
Trail was included in the M 
zone to keep Area M os it 
now exists. The southeast 
corner of Baldwin and Car¬ 
ter was rezoned from R-3 
back to R-1. 

Also, both sides of Mari¬ 
posa between Pork and Sun- 
nyside were changed from 
R-3 back to their original 
R-1; the Masonic Hall from 
C-I to R-P, and Tract No. 
18702, north of Elkins and 
east of Santa Anita, was 
mode R-1-11 instead of 
R-1-15. 

Additionally, some limita¬ 
tions were placed upon 
buildings which can be built 
at the rear of R-3 or profes¬ 
sional property which abuts 
a single family zone.

I recall a rather 
vicious attack on the Admin¬ 
istration being effectively 
turned aside and completely 
demolished by a very sweetly 
expressed correction by Mrs. 
St. George, of the alleged facts 
in the case. Mrs. St. George is 
a mother and, although she 
doesn’t look it, a grandmother. 

Mrs. Cecil M. Harden of In¬ 
diana, who made one of the 
seconding speeches for the 
nomination of Vice President 
Richard M. Nixon at the 1952 
Convention, is one of the 
straightest-thinking, most pro¬ 
found students in the House of 
Representatives. She is now 
serving her fourth term in the 
Congress and, like Mrs. St. 
George, is both a mother and 
grandmother. 

Ruth Thompson of Michigan, 
re-elected for her third term, 
had a brilliant record as a 
judge in Michigan. During 
World War II, she distinguished 
herself in the civilian personnel 
branch of the Adjutant Gen¬ 
eral’s office, both in Washing- 
tion and in Frankfort, Ger¬ 
many. 

“Dean” of the women now 
serving, Mrs. Edith Nourse 
Rogers, sponsor of the GI Bill 
of Rights, was elected to Con¬ 
gress in 1925, and has the dis¬ 
tinction of holding public of¬ 
fice longer than any other 
woman in the United States 
Congress. 

Mrs. Margaret Stitt Church 
of Illinois, a Phi Beta Kappa 
graduate of Wellesley, who 
earned her Master’s Degree at 
Columbia, was a consulting 
psychologist prior to succeeding 
her husband in Congress. She 
is now serving her third term 
and is a mother of three chil¬ 
dren. 

The Senator from Maine, 
Margaret Chase Smith, won her 
first seat in 1948 after having 
served in the House nine years. 
She was a successful business 
executive and recipient of nu¬ 
merous awards for outstanding 
achievement, notably that of 
the National Press Club in 1948 
and the Associated Press in 
1948 and 1949. 

Here we have mentioned just 
a very few of the thousands 
of able women who have 
served or are now serving your 
government. We could men¬ 
tion many others about whom 
you are already well informed, 
such as Oveta Culp Hobby, Sec¬ 
retary of Health, Education and 
Welfare; Jean Fuller of Cali¬ 
fornia, Director of Women’s Ac¬ 
tivities for Civil Defense: Carol 
Arth of California, executive of 
the State Department; Ruth 
Shipley of California, just re¬ 
tiring at Director of the Pass¬ 
port Division of the State De¬ 
partment; Claire Boothe Luce, 
Ambassador to Italy; the nine 
other women members of Con¬ 
gress, most of whom are moth¬ 
ers, and Mrs. Joseph Farring¬ 
ton, the first woman delegate 
from Hawaii. 

Among the top women of the 
nation, Mamie Eisenhower, our 
most gracious First Lady, who 
greeted Berenice Hiestand with 
a warm friendly “hello!” at her 
big tea for wives of members 
and ex-members of Congress, 
looked the picture of health 
when Berenice said, “Despite 
these four or five hundred 
greetings, you look just fine.” 

The First Lady said, "That’s 
the way I feel,” And we might 
remark that as a distinguished 
First Lady, there never was a 
finer one. 

Women make women’s place 
—the home. But whether you 
mothers serve our nation in 
the limelight of national affairs 
or in the level ight of the home, 
you serve her well. So long as 
the families of America stand 
strong, so Am erica stands 
strong. 

Here’s to the mothers! God 
bless them! 


"WOMEN'S PLACE" 

It seems about time that I 
report to you something ot the 
feminie side of Congress and 
Washington. 

'This may still me a man’s 
w’orld, but women in modern 
America have a wider range of 
choice in arranging their lives 
than any women in history. 
There have never been such op¬ 
portunities for women as there 
are in the United States today, 
and American women have 
won this position by their mer¬ 
it, their intelligence, their na¬ 
tive intuition and their gra¬ 
ciousness. 

We who work and live here 
in Washington, seeing some of 
thie outstanding women af our 
time, are proud of the fact 
that this great Republican Ad¬ 
ministration has recognized the 
service, the merit and the great 
potential of American women 
by appointing more women to 
top government positions than 
have been appointed by any 
administration in history. 

It is a fact recognized by all 
of us that credit for the elec¬ 
tion of the Eisenhower Admin¬

main under the provisions of 
tlie ordinance for non-conform¬ 
ing uses. 

Fi.scus admitted that no State 
jurisdiction governs the home 
now, but that application will 
be made soon for such super¬ 
vision. A maximum of 20 girls 
between the age of 16 and 20 
will bo admitted into the home, 
he said. 

Charles M. Schermerhorn, su¬ 
perintendent of the Plaza Com¬ 
munity Center, under who.se di¬ 
rection Mrs. Gibson operated 
the home, said the Bethany 
organization definitely does not 
contemplate the admission of 
delincjuent or pre - delinquent 
girls. It will prevent delin¬ 
quency, he said. 

In a strong appeal to the City 
Council, Schermerhorn contin¬ 
ued: “Their purpose is to give 
affection, care and .security to 
those girls who need to know 
there is .someone who cares. 
This is an enterprise that 
should have the wholehearted 
support, not opposition, of the 
citizens of Sierra Madre. You 
took the Mexican children into 
your homos (during Mrs. Gib- 
.son’s .supervision of the homo), 
gave parties for them, and 
made them an a.sset to society 
instead of a liability.” 

'Mrs. Gilbert Woodman, presi¬ 
dent, United Church Women of 
Alhambra, .said although her 
council members had not in¬ 
vestigated thoroughly the Beth¬ 


any Home for Girls, they mor¬ 
ally supported the idea. 

In the most dramatic mo¬ 
ment of many ten.se City Coun¬ 
cil meetings Charleen I^ice. 22, 
said, “I am the first girl to 
live at the Bethany Home. I 
came from a broken home. I 
didn’t know which way was up. 
But the Bethany Home has 
done more for my life than 
anything else in this world. I 
am going to give everything I 
have to it. 

‘T intend to go back to my 
nursing career. I'm sorry I 
can’t see those 90 people. I wish 
they could be there when we 
sing together and laugh to¬ 
gether. It is not as my home 
was.” 

Councilman Roberts suggest¬ 
ed: “Perhaps there is not yet 
all the information at hand 
that we should have. I think 
we should be given more time 
for further investigation and 
study.” 

The subject was tabled for 
the next meeting of the Coun¬ 
cil, -Yug. 2,3.

A good ruie of thumb to ap¬ 
ply in lawn watering: your 
lawn is ready for water when 
it loses its resiliency—when it 
fails to spring up after you 
step on it. 

If a soil is very compact it 
will not absorb moisture read¬ 
ily. You can eliminate surface 
compaction by a slow soaking 
of the soil, stimulating the 
growth of grass with fertilizers, 
mulching with surface soil or 
suitable compost and mowing 
less regularly. If the soil is 
very compact you may need to 
use some sort of tool—an aera¬ 
tor for a very large lawn area, ■ 
a corer or a hollow-tined fork 
—or in some cases certain gar¬ 
den sprays will make some 
soils take moisture better. 

In mowing the lawn you 
should use a mower with ad- 
justabie blades. For home 
lawns a five-blade mower is 
most commonly used, a six- or 
eight-bladed one for bent- 
grass. A helpful procedure in 
mowing is to rake the lawn 
first to remove sticks and litter 
and also to lift long shoots so 
that they can be trimmed neat¬ 
ly. Then mow both lengthwise 
and crosswise for a smoother 
appearance. In general a home 
lawn can be cut a cittle longer 
than other types—a golf turf, 
for instnee. Clippings from 
mowing may be left on the 
lawn during dry weather—they 
will dehydrate quickly and add 
to the organic matter in the 
soil. 

There are three rules to fol¬ 
low when applying food for 
your lawn: (1) do not apply 
too much fertilizer at one time; 
(2) spread it uniformly: (3) ap¬ 
ply it when the lawn is dry 
and water immediately after¬ 
wards. 

Fertilizers can be applied in 
dry or liquid form—nitrogen¬ 
ous chemical fertilizers are 
most commonly used but or¬ 
ganic fertilizers such as cotton¬ 
seed meal, dried blood, alfalfa 
meal are also very beneficial. 
They release nutrients slowly 
and steadily over a long period 
of time while the chemical fer¬ 
tilizers act faster. 

Generally it is best to apply 
dry fertilizers with a spreader 
—otherwise your lawn will be 
green and tufted in spots.
